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FAME or FORTUNE ? = HAPPINESS 

You have seen, I am sure, people rushing to and 
fro in the pursuit of fame and fortune. Fame and for¬ 
tune they achieve, but have they attained true, gen¬ 
uine happiness? 

It is true, riches do bring us beautiful cars, 
rambling modern homes with all the extras, many lux¬ 
uries, travels abroad, and good times. The leading 
question here is: Do these possessions alone create 
happiness or only add to the happiness that was al¬ 
ready existent? 

In 1923, a meeting was held in a midwestern city 
of the nine most successful businessmen in the U. S. 
In 1952, these men who were all millionaires 29 years 
prior, gave the following shocking picture: 

Charles Schwab, president of the largest indepen¬ 
dent steel company, died bankrupt, and lived on bor¬ 
rowed money for the last five years before his death; 
the President of the largest public utilities company, 
Samule Insul, died penniless in a foreign land, the 
President of the largest gas company, Howard Hopson, 
went insane before his death; Arthur Cutten, the 
world's greatest wheat speculator, died insolvent; 
Albert Fall, member of the President's Cabinet, was 
pardoned at prison only so he could die at home; Jesse 
Livermore, considered the greatest 'bear' on Wall 
Street, died due to suicide; Leon Fraser, President of 
the Bank of International Settlements, also died a 
suicide; as did Ivan Krueger, head of the world's 
largest monoply! 

Amazing and unbelievable, isn't it? 

The common, middle-class folk often feel the 
"grass is greener" on the other side, that people 
endowed with earthly possessions are perhaps happier 
than they. This is not necessarily true. 

I do not advocate that these folk remain just com¬ 
mon, just content with the average material possess¬ 
ions, but I do believe that in seeking out these things 
merely for happiness' sake isa lost cause! If one is 
not happy in his status quo, these mundane holdings 
will never make it so. 

Is the formula for happiness, fortune, or fame, or 
both? I disagree. Happiness cannot be bought, hap¬ 
piness cannot be measured by monetary gain, happi¬ 
ness is not a big name in bright lights, happiness is 
not the result of external and ostentatious belong¬ 
ings: happiness, rather, is the result of an internal 
ingredient which comes from within. Without this 
ingredient the formula for happiness is incomplete!

Comisión de Practicas Justas de Empleo 

FAIR EMPLOYMENT PRACTICE COMMISSION 
F. E. P. C. 

Muchas personas que radican en el Estado de 
California no tienen conocimiento de la existencia de 
la Comisión de Practicas Justas de Empleo. Esta com¬ 
isión empezó a ejercer sus funciones en Septiembre 
18 de 1959. Gracias a los esfuerzos de William Byron 
Rumford y 53 de sus colegas, paso por la legislatura y 
fue firmado como ley por el Gobernador del Estado 
Edmund G. Brown. 

El objeto de la Comisión es protejer a las minor- 
ias en sus derechos, contra cualquier clase de discri¬ 
minación ya sea esta de raza, religion, color, ori¬ 
gen o ascendencia. Esta ley le da derecho a todo in¬ 
dividuo a presentar su queja ante la Comisión si en 
alguna forma lo tratan injustamente; esta ley se ha 
creado para dar oportunidad igual a toda persona apta 
para desempeñar un empleo para el que este capaci¬ 
tada; en su declaratoria la ley dice: 

"Declaramos que es la norma publica de este 
Estado protejer el derecho y la oportunidad de toda 
persona de buscar, obtener y retener empleo sin dis¬ 
criminación o limitación basada sobre raza, religion, 
color o ascendencia." 

Toda persona a la que le ha sido negado un as¬ 
censo, un empleo o la oportunidad de pertenecer a 
una union o sindicato, demostrando que puede cali¬ 
ficar para obtener el empleo, el ascenso o la filia¬ 
ción y se le niega debido a su raza, religion, color 
o ascendencia, tiene derecho de presentar su incon¬ 
formidad a F. E. P. C. y demostrar que es un acto 
discriminatorio. La Comisión se encargara de hacer 
justicia en el caso de que se trate. La persona afec¬ 
tada sera atendida por un representante de la Comi¬ 
sión de Practicas Justas de Empleo y se encargara del 
asunto sin que la persona discriminada tenga que ha¬ 
cer gasto de ninguna especie. Este es un servicio 
gratuito del Estado de California. 

Son muchos ya los casos de que se ha hecho car¬ 
go la Comisión y en la mayoria se ha podido hacer 
que las dos partes lleguen a un arreglo, quedando 
ambos de conformidad. 

Los representantes de la F. E. P. C. son personas 
capacitadas y con un profundo sentido de justicia, que 
atravez de sus entrevistas con los patrones, los ger¬ 
entes de agencias de empleo o los oficiales de los 
sindicatos, han podido ventilar la mayor parte de las 
reclamaciones que se han presentado; sin que se sien¬ 
tan lastimados ninguna de las partes y son muy con¬ 
tados los casos en que se ha tenido que recurrir a la 
Suprema Corte.

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"WE'RE MAKING PROGRESS . BUT" 

(second in a series) 

First, I wish to express thanks to Mr, Daniel Sal¬ 
dana for the interest expressed towards my column and 
appreciate his comment. We all have feelings one 
way or another about the Mexican-American. Mr. 
Saldana has certain views about organizations and 
they were eloquently expressed. In the end result 
they remain his views and mine remain mine, which 
doesn't necessarily make either of us right. They are 
views which we have acquired through our experi¬ 
ences. 

SO WHAT'S THE PROBLEM? 

Generally speaking we should all be Americans 
and integrate fully within our society and hold with 
pride our Mexican ancestry. We live in this country, 
we earn a living here, we educate our children here 
and we stand ready to fight for the Stars and Stripes 
on short notice. Anybody can enjoy fully the bene¬ 
fits of our democracy. So what's with the Mexican- 
American and why do some of us prefer to remain 
hyphenated Americans? 

SO HERE'S THE PROBLEM! 

Organizations, for the most part, concentrate on 
the Mexican-American problem as a whole, and work 
in different areas that will present a good image of 
the people. 

Here's part of the problem: 

1. As a group the Mexican-American in the United 
States has not progressed in relation to his poten¬ 
tial. 

2. He cannot progress because his average education 
is low. 

3. His average education is low because his parents 
pulled him out of school. 

4. His parents pulled him out of school because they 
lacked the funds to keep him there. 

5. They lacked the funds to keep him there because 
they have been exploited and kept on a level of 
servitude. 

6. Some are being kept on this level thru policies 
of our government which are detrimental. 

7. The government does this because it is controlled 
by politicians. 

8. Politicians are not controlled by the Mexican- 
American. 

So we must exercise control over the politician, 
who will exercise control over the government, who 
will let the Mexican-American compete in a free ec¬ 


onomy by the laws of supply and demand, his income 
will be better, junior will stay in school, he will 
progress and his children will reap the rewards and we 
will drop the Mexican and the hyphen. 

This sounds like a dream but at the root of the 
problem is the migrant worker, who is being denied 
the right to earn a decent living by the importation 
of Braceros by this government. This has to come to 
an end but it will not without political pressure. The 
Mexican-Americans who belong to unions and who 
have received an education are doing fine and the 
numbers are increasing every day. But the migrant 
remains in servitude, and more seriously, most of their 
children will probably follow in the footsteps of their 
parents, if not in farm work then in menial work. If 
the Mexican-American does not wish to work on the 
farm the farmer yells to the government and more br¬ 
aceros come in. The government guarantees the farm¬ 
er a profit and buys his excess production and puts it 
in storage at taxpayers expense. If the Mexican Am¬ 
erican can't make a living the state puts him on wel¬ 
fare at taxpayer's expense. Who's subsidizing who? 
It's not necessarily the farmer's fault, it comes down 
to what we pay for our food on the table and who is 
willing to pay more? 

Education is our main problem and economics is 
causing this problem. If you can't make a living, 
then no education for the kids. No education, no 
progress. 

In the next issue we shall continue to explore the 
problems. The migrant problem is only one of them.

Juan 
Alberto va á la casa de modas en busca de huevos modelos y le 
propone a Angélica que pose para él. Raquel advierte que Juan 
Alberto no tiene buenas intenciones y se propone apartar a su 
hermana de él y luego vengar la muerte de sus padres. Raquel le 
coquetea al pintor y Juan Alberto se siente poderosamente atraí¬ 
do. Angélica confiesa a su hermana que tiene temores de que Juan 
Alberto corteja a otra mujer. Raquel le confirma que efectivamente 
eso es cierto y la induce a que se presente inopinadamente en su 
estudio aquella misma tarde. Lo que Angélica descubre la deja 
aterrada: ve a su propia hermana Raquel posando desnuda y en 
la misma forma que ella lo había hecho antes para el pintor. 
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
